ton Jenkins Hains is accused o." be- 
ing as guilty of the shooting as his 
brother. He is charged not only with 
counseling and aiding his brother in 
the actual shooting, but also with as- 
Bisiing him byholdhig back the crowd 
that might have succored .-.nnis. Al- 
ter Captain Hains had emptied his 
revolver into the body of Annis, in 
i he presence cf a throng of persons 
witnessing a boat race on a hot .sum- 
mer afternoon, in tho full light of a 
glaring sun. his brother aimed at the 
crowd hi* own pistol, ordering them 
to "Stand back!" 
According to the 


prosecution, in so doing he rendered 
himself equally guiliy of murder with 
his brother. 


What Defense Claims. 


'.In justification of his actions T. 


Jenkins Hains assorts that he was ac- 
tuated 
by fraternal 
affection 
and 


sought only to prevent the summary 
execution of lynch law on the body of 
his 
younger brother. - He also de- 


clares that he tried to avert the 
tragedy. 


Petei C. Hains, Jr.. who was a bril- 


liant young aimy officer 
before 
his 


troubles bet-ran,and T. Jenkins Hainr.. 
a well known writer of stones of ad- 
venture, are the sons of General Pe- 
ter C. Hains. U. S. A., retired, former- 
ly chief of the engineer corps of the 
1'nited Slates army. 
The' maternal 


grandfather of the young men was 
Admiral Thornton 
Jenkins 
of the 


T'niteri States navy. T. Jenkins Ilains 
is 42 years old and a widower. 


The trouble in which the 
young 


men find themselves is due to the 
marital disturbances in the' life of the 
younger brother. lie accused his wife 
Mrs. Ciatf'Ha Libbv Hains. a beautiful 
young won:an. of misconduct 
with 


William 15. Annis. who was a publish- 
er and advertising man, and sued her 
for divorce, naming Annis as co-re- 
spondent. 
The suit is now pending. 


The Unins family assert that Captain 
Hains was crazed by his domestic 
imuanpinesa and took the law into 
his own hands in a time of temporary 
insanity. 
His charges arc denied by 


Mrs. Hains. The four young children 
of the couple arc now in the care of 
General Hains and his wife. 


Since tho shooiing both 
Captain 


Hains and T. Jenkins Hains have 
been in confinement. The former has 
given evidences of mental unsound- 
ness,^ and no date has been set for 
his trial. According to his attorneys, 
however, ho is improving rapidly and 
may be well soon.
